By supporting in fact, if not in precise terms, the 
League of Nations’ embargo against Italy, Germany com- 
pletely isolates the Italian powder keg and 
checks all possibility of a real world war for 
at least another year. q

Great Britain Determined 
To Press For Tight 
Embargo

LONDON, Dec. 2—Competent 
observers believe the cabinet, 
summoned by Prime Minister 


Baldwin, will formally decide to 
urge Geneva to deal out the most 
drastic form sanctions yet aimed 
at Italy. 

These sources said Great Britain 
was determined to press for impo- 
sition of an oil embargo—to be con- 
sidered by the League of Nations 
sanctions committee Dec. 12. Hints 
that the United States would tacitly | 
but none-the-less effectively join in 
such a move were regarded as en- 
couraging. 

Nevertheless complications of the 
last 48 hours, arising from the ap- 
parent imminence of oil sanctions, 
led to@ feeling of extreme uneasi- 
ness in some quarters 
COMPLICATIONS ARISE 

These complications included re- 
ports that Premier Mussolini, in an 
implied warning to France, had 
withdrawn troops from the Brenner 
Pass toward the Italo-French fron- 
tier, and a warning from an Italian 
representative at Geneva that oil 
sanctions would be regarded as an 
unfriendly act. (In Rome the war 
office denied that troops were being 
concentrated.on the French ieee )

desperation by the stoppage of oil 
should lash out at “unfriendly’ 
countries.

been felt that credit has notebeen justified. We 
accept millions of mo from depositors and 
it is our duty to take care of it. We loan this 
money to those entitled to the credit, and in the 
transaction we make a small percentage of 
profit for doing so. We can only loan money 


where, in the judgment of the Banks, it is going 
to be repaid. Why should we withhold credit if 
it is going to be to our advantage to grant it? 
And, why should we grant it if we feel that 
the money entrusted to us is not going to be 
returned? I might say that in many instances 
Bank Officers have been thanked for with- 
holding credit to customers who would have 
lost heavily had they obtained the money for 
the purpose asked for. Why is there not more 
demand for credit today? Our industrialist 
t 


are, no doubt, marking time, owing to the un- 
certainties due to the politi cal situation in 
Canada and the world generally. The Banks, 


however, have plenty of funds available to make 
industrial loans and we would point out to those 
making criticism that anyone who can use Bank 
credit to advanta will find ample money to 
do so, provided justification for the loan can 
be seen.

PUBLIC FINANCES. 
To sum up—while we feel greatly encouraged 
by the general improvement in business con- 
ditions, we cannot ignore the condition of our 
pes finances. Our Governments, Federal, 
Provincial and Municipal are over-spending to 
an alarming degree and our delfts are accumu- 
lating. We should, by every means in our 
power, endeavour to encourage a firmer stand 
on the part of our public leaders to control 
expenditures, so that we may get our Budgets 
balanced, and Taxes reduced. An encouraging 
item in connection with Federal Government 
financing since the present Government came 
into power was the Bond issue of $75,000,000, 
at 242% and 38% which was very heavily over- 
subscribed inside of three hours—an indication 
of contidence which is reassuring. In conelu- 
sion, I would say conditions today justify me 
in saying that our watchwords should be CON- 
FIDENCE and COURAGE,
